He ran like a 
real race horse and made a show of his op- 
ponents in the Bronx villo Handicap over the 
short three-quarters, under the top weight of 
12S pounds. Yoder tnis weight he was giving 
away great lumps to nil and there was no 
part of the race in which he was fully ex- 
tended. Altogether it was rather a happy : 
day for Sam Hildreth and the Rancocas Sta- 
hl”. for earlier in the day the news had come j 
that the Appellate division had sustained the 
verdict of the lower court in the Playfellow i 
suit. This w;«3 the action in which the sale 
of the brother of Man o' War was set aside, j 
and Janies F. Johnson, owner of the Quincy 
Stable, ordered to return the $100,000 pur- 
chase price and take the colt back. 

The racing of the day was thoroughly in- 
teresting, but the return of Kai-Sang was 
easily the important event. It was only an | 
overnight handicap, hut it served to show 
that the son of The Finn and Kiluna is well 
qualified to race to all the promise he I 
allowed last year, when he was rated as ; 
second only to Morvich. 

I, ITT IK CHIEF HELPS STABLE MATE. 

Hildreth sent Little Chief along to bear 
Kai-Sang company in the Bronxville, and he j 
was a worthy running mate. He forced the 
fast filly Wishbone along at a speed that 
took all the desire to run out of her by 
the time the stretch was reached. All the 
time that Tittle Chief was making it inter- 
esting for Wishbone Sande was saving Kai- 
Sang back of him under restraint. Then j 
at the head of the stretch he came on with j 
the brown colt and in a half dozen strides j 
he was in the lead and under restraint won 
by a couple of lengths. 

When both Wishbone and Little Chief col - j 
lapsed in the stretch there was a general | 
ciosiug up and Bigheart and Sweep By drew j 
out from the others in the final eighth. It 
was a close thing between the two of them 1 
for second place and Bigheart took that parr j 
of the prize by a head. 

After the finish Sweep By was worked I 
out an additionad quarter and he finished \ 
out the distance in excellent style. 

This race should do Kai-Sang a great deal ; 
of good and he will now have to be seriously i 
considered v/hen among the best of the three- j 
year-olds of the year. 

Winner Take All, a brown two-year-old ! 
daughter of Fair Play and Free Love that 
races for the Gresntree Stable, was winner j 
of the opening five and a half furlong dash j 
for selling plater two-year-old fillies. To 
score she closed up with a rush through the j 
stretch and catching Dick’s Daughter was ■ 
going away at the end. Third place fell to ' 
Suspicion. 

The third race was a mile for maidens, but 
they were good maidens and it brought about 
one of the best races of the meeting when 
Galantman, from the Greentree Stable, just 
lasted long enough to beat ILectortown home, 
while Irish Brigadier was a close third. 

GALANTMAN ALL THE WAY. 

The start was a good one and Galantman 
led from start to finish, but he could never 
get far away from Irish Brigadier.. Thomas 
saved ground on all turns with Galantman. 
but before the stretch was reached he had to 
rouse his mount sharply with the whip to 
hold the lead. At that time Irish Brigadier 
was going so well alongside that it ap- 
peared he could go to the front at the ask- 
ing. In the meantime Iiectortown had joined 
them. McAtee was riding with great con- 
fidence. but when Galantman ran from the 
whip he finally called on Rectortown and 
he finished with a mighty rush. Right at 
the end he tired ever so slightly and Galant- 
man lasted to be winner by a head, while 
Irish Brigadier was less than a length farther j 
away in third place. The others were beaten 
off. 

John Dundee's War Mask, after several 
failures, made good when he met rather an 
ordinary band in tne miie and seventy yards 
of the second race. He was an easy winner 
from Quesada, and Knight of the Heather 
finished third. 

J. J. O’Toole's Algoa was winner of the

CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 21. — Indies' Day 
was inaugurated at Maple Heights Park this 
afternoon and the fair sex .showed their ap- 
preciation of the invitation by turning out 
in large numbers to witness the sport which 
was staged under ideal conditions. It was 
estimated that the attendance numbered 
seven thousand, the largest midweek-day 
crowd since racing was introduced at this 
course. 

Closing with sameness on the inside 
through the stretch J. J. Hertz's Fifty-Fifty 
captured the Iatke Shore Handicap, which 
featured the card at Maple Heights Park 
this afternoon. It was only after a thrilling 
stretch struggle, however, that lie managed 
to beat John S. Reardon by a neck. In the 
closing stages Coffield, from a slow begin- 
ning. outgamed the favorite. Last One. for 
the show honors. Col. Taylor cut out a siz- 
zling pace in this race, which enabled the 
Hertz representative to establish a new 
track record for tiie five and one-half fur- 
longs of 1:05%. 

With four winners to his credit the riding 
of the promising apprentice jockey, M. Fator, 
was an outstanding feature of this after- 
noon’s sport. His clever riding alone was 
responsible for the victory of Fifty-Fifty. 
He also rode an intelligent race on Bee's 
Wing to capture the sixth, after Dancer had 
appeared an easy winner at the turn for 
home. 

Fator commenced his success with the 
running of the initial dash, in which he pilot- 
ed Barriskane to an easy victory after lead- 
ing by a comfortable margin throughout. 

After Musito and Dr. Hall had raced one 
another into defeat in the second race. Fator 
brought Colonel Matt to the fore and scored 
an easy victory for S. Polk, his contract em- 
ployer. Fator is now the leading rider at 
this meeting. 

While galloping a two-year-old here this 
morning jockey T. Allen received a severe 
shaking up when the horse fell with him. 

Judge F. W. Gerhardy was an arrival to- 
day from Windsor. He will serve as one of 
the stewards here until Friday next, when he 
will depart for Hamilton, to officiate during 
the second meeting at that city. 

The Canadian-bred Oakling, which was 
barred from starting here, has been shipped 
back to Toronto to be taught some paddock 
manners. 

Judge Joseph A. Murphy, S. N. Holman 
and Joseph Catteranisch will depart for To- 
ledo, Ohio, tomorrow evening to confer with 
B. W. Bean in regard to completing the de- 
tails for the six-day meeting scheduled to 
open there on August 14. Reservations have 
already been made for 250 horses which will 
be shipped to the Toledo mile track at the 
close of racing here. Reservations are also 
pouring in from horsemen now racing at 
Windsor. All indications point to a most 
successful inauguration of the sport at Mau- 
mee Park. 

Judge Hanecy scored his second success 
during this meeting when he led the young- 
sters engaged in the third race by a safe 
margin at all stages. 

Uncle Bert also won in runaway fashion 
in the fourth race, in which twelve platers 
faced the starter. 

A. K. Miller lost Penwell after she annexed 
the concluding dash in a common canter. J. 
H. McGool secured the Dick Welies filly on 
his claim of $1,100.

The stables of Frank Farrell, in charge of 
William Wallace, and Edward F. Simms, 
under the care of trainer Roy Walden, came 
in from Empire City. James W. McClelland 
was an arrival from the same place. 

John (“Dutch”) Jones brought the, division 
of H. C. (“Bud”) Fisher’s which remained at 
Belmont Park up by van from the Long Is- 
land track. The other end. in charge of 
trainer Alex B. Gordon, will come from 
Empire City within a few days. 

J. C. Milam was an arrival from his home 
in Lexington, Ky. His horses have been here 
for several days. Milam returned to Lexing- 
ton from Latonia to put three yearlings in 
training at the Kentucky Jockey Club course 
while he acquired the interest that Miss E. 
Rodgers owned in a yearling brother of Ran- 
goon, a colt by Light Brigade — Lardella, and 
this youngster is now the joint property of 
J. C. Milam and J. N. Camden. 

Jockey Walter Taylor was an arrival from 
Windsor. He will ride here for Frederick 
Johnson. This turfman is well supplied with 
riders, as he has J. D. Mooney under en- 
gagement. 

Steve Judge is training the C. W. Clark 
horses here during the absence of trainer 
George V. Barnes, who is in Louisville, Ky., 
on a business mission. 

Jockey Mack Garner was unable to ac- 
cept the offer to ride Firebrand tomorrow 
in the International Handicap at Kenilworth 
because of his duties with the Milam stable 
here. Trainer T. L. Pierce sought to press 
jockey Taylor into service, but the latter also 
was forced to decline. Second call on Gar- 
ner's services for the coming Saratoga meet- 
ing has been obtained by Montfort Jones. 

Dr. R. W. McCuIley paid a hurried visit 
here, spending only part of one day. lie j 
came up to look over a couple of horses j 
suffering from various injuries. The general j 
health of the thoroughbreds here is excellent j 
and superintendent William Clare declares I 
the epidemic which struck numerous other j 
tracks this year is conspicuous by its ab- j 
sence here. 

“I do not know of a single sick horse on j 
the grounds,” said Clare, “and some of j 
those which came from other places in none 
too good health have recovered rapidly." 

EAGLEHAWK’S LIVERPOOL CUP

LONDON, England. July 21.— Sir H. Cun- 
liffe-Owen’s Eaglehawk, a four-year-old bay 
colt, by Spearmint — Countess Zia, passed the 
Stratford in the final eighth to win the 
Liverpool Cup today by a length and a half.

Then Donoghue sent Stratford into j 
the lead and appeared to have the race won 
when Eaglehawk moved up with his chal- 
lenge. 

Eaglehawk had enough speed in reserve to 
settle his argument with Stratford in a few 
strides and went on to win. Stratford held i 
second place safe from Evander by a length. !

Boniface, Firebrand, Registrar, 
Guy and Other Star Racers 
Among the Entries. 



WINDSOR, Ont., July 21. — "With the run- 
ning of the International Handicap, to which 
$10,000 is added, racing will be ushered in at 
Kenilworth Park tomorrow afternoon. The 
feature attraction of the afternoon is for 
three-year-olds and over, at a mile and an 
eighth, and will bring together the cream of 
the long-distance performers in these parts. 
Weather predictions for tomorrow are for 
clear skies. The track is at its best and an 
attendance of record-breaking proportions is 
expected to witness the clash of the cham- 
pions. The long stretch at Kenilworth and 
the elimination of the sharp turns will work 
to the better advantage of several of the 
starters in the race. 

Trainer McDaniel has named three for 
Commander J. K. L. Ross, including the top- 
weight Boniface, Muttikins and Registrar. 
Boniface was winner of the Frontier Stakes 
at Windsor with practically the same horses 
as opponents, but in tomorrow afternoon's 
dash he will be asked to pick up six pounds 
more, while Firebrand, from the Jefferson 
Livingston stable, and the hope of the Ken- 
tuckians. is in with 121. Thirteen have been 
named overnight to compete for the rich 
prize and each at one time or another on the 
Canadian circuit has a stake victory to his or 
her credit. Radio is the lightweight of the 
band, having been allotted ninety-eight 
pounds by the liandicapper. and is coupled 
with John Finn in the entry list. 

The consensus of opinion among horsemen 
and followers is that Boniface will probably 
go to the pest the first choice and Firebrand 
will be second choice. Excuses were offered 
for the latter's defeat in the Frontier and it 
was said that he came out of the race with 
cuts about his legs. Jockey Mack Garner 
will arrive here in time to ride the Living- 
ston star. Trainer McDaniel this morning 
was undecided as to who would ride Boni- 
face, but in all probability Ambrose will 
have the mount. 

RVCES FILLED TO LIMIT. 

Built around the feature attraction is a 
well-balanced card of seven races, and all 
have filled to the limit — that i3, twelve start- 
ers. 

The secondary feature is a sprinting affair 
at three-quarters under claiming conditions 
that brings ou the best cf the second-rate 
sprinters on the circuit. 

The other races have been conditioned for 
the most part to horses that favor a long 
route. The chute which was constructed this 
spring will be used during tomorrow after- 
noon, when a field will go the seven-eighths 
distance. 

G. W. Click has applied for a trainer's 
license and will in future train his own 
horses. 

Trainer B. B. Rice reported today that fol- 
lowing this meeting he would ship the H. E. 
Bilson horses to Havre de Grace. Md„ and 
rest up awaiting the opening at that point. 
The horse Good Hope, which has been turned 
out all summer, will be picked up and raced 
next fall. 

Trainer F. Schelke of the Thorncliffe Stable 
reported that the good Canadian-bred two- 
year-old Ocean Crest was showing vast im- 
provement and would be seen under colors 
in the fall. 

The new improvements at Kenilworth which 
were completed in the spring add to the 
convenience of horsemen and the public. The 
boxes which formerly lined the front of the 
grandstand have been removed to the ex- 
treme rear, to escape the sun, while the new 
stables add materially to the stall room at 
the plant.

Evidently Durnell contemplated a return 
to the sport from which he was banished and 
desired to race at Bucharest or elsewhere. 
But in order to do so he had to be ablo 
to present credentials from the Jockey Club 
of this country to the effect that he was in 
good standing. Being unable to do so he 
had powerful influences intercede for him 
with the Jockey Club, with the above result. 

C. E. Durnell was a turbulent figure on 
the turf about fifteen years ago. In 190C he 
was ruled off for life by the Pacific Jockey 
Club after having been suspended for one- 
year by the stewards at Ascot. I.os Angeles. 
Bator in the same year he was reinstated, 
but in 1907 the Jockey Club of New Yorit 
notified all organizations racing under its 
jurisdiction that the further entries of horses 
in which Durnell was interested should be 
refused. This virtually meant the end for 
Durnell as far as racing was concerned, 
and such it has proved to be. The way of the 
transgressor is hard and the power of the 
turf rulers worldwide.
